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Group V, claims 7-10, 15, 19, drawn to a mediod of using the composition to treat a rejection of transplanted organ or tissue. 
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This application contains claims directed to more than one species of die generic invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of 
invention because thev are not so linked as to form a single g eneral inventive concent under PCX Rule 13.1. 
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In order for more than one species to be examined, the appropriate additional examination fees must be paid. The species are as follows: 

Claims 1-20 embrace an enormous number of compounds, wherein each of the compounds is drawn to a particularly .combination of 
identifiers, wherein each of the identifiers corresponds to a particular molecule as listed in die claims. 
Note diat the following species (identified as species No. I) will only be searched should applicant does not pay for additional 
examination fees: 

Species No. 1: A compound represented by Formula n as set forth in claim 1, wherein m -1, p=9, X is a bond, A Is -COiH, each R* 
is a hydrogen, each R' is a hydrogen, and R^ is a Mrogcn, R8 is a Cm alkyl group, R* is a hydrogen. 

Odierwise, each of the additional species, which are at least 20, wherein m, p, X is a bond. A, each K\ each R', R^ and R^, R8, R' must 
be clearly identified for a particularly named chemical compound, will only be searched if an appropriate additional fee is paid. 



The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in die following manner: 
Oaims 1-20, which embrace an enormous number of compounds (at least 20) as indicated above. 
The following claim(s) are generic: Claim 1. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-XIX do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCJT Rule 
13.2, they 1 ick the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Each of the Group I-XIX is directed to a distinct method of treatment for a disease having a disdnct symptom and functional effect. For 
example, the treannent of Crohn's disease is completely distinct from a treamient of asthma, let alone ail other diseases listed in the 
laundry list cited in claim 10. Each of die mediods is expected to generate a distinct functional effect. Furthermore, 37 CFR 1.475 does 
not provide for multiple independent products, methods of manufacture and mediods of use (37 CFT 1.473(d)). 

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13,2, the 
species lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: each of the particular combination of 
compounds corresponding to each identifier so as to make up the entire molecule of formula II is a distinct compound having a distinct 
function and effect in a treatment of an immunoregulatoiy abnormality. Gwen die variability among the identifiers and/or combinations 
thereof as employed in Formula II. Formula 11, which cleariy embrace distinct compounds, does not constitute a substantially common 
structure with a single general inventive concept.
